Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art, 
either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or render obvious, the limitations of: 

...(b) selectively etching the sacrificial insulation film to form an l-type sacrificial 
insulation film pattern on a predetermined region of the active region where a channel 
region is to be formed: (f) sequentially forming a insulation film and a second interlayer 
insulation film on the entire surface: (h) removing the sacrificial insulation film pattern to 
expose the semiconductor substrate: (i) growing a gate oxide film on the exposed 
portion of the semiconductor substrate: (j) forming a conductive layer on the entire 
surface, as required by claim 1 .
